DUN IN A MOPtFUL TIMPER. 


B ipewtaMeae fOr tke Future Mcciu Tm Be 
tke Beat« of til« Uop«s. 


New Terk. Jan. 28.>-R. G, Dun A 
Co.’e weekly review of trade says: There 
In more buslneea, though not a t better 
prices. It Is interesting thAt almost all 
prices changing a t all are lower than a 
week ago, and yet business Is unques­ 
tionably larger. There Is larger pro­ 
duction, but as yet not as much In­ 
crease In consumption; and there Is 
larger buying ot m aterials, but a t pres­ 
ent only because better prices are ex­ 
pected lu the future. The num ber oC 
hands employed, all Industries cottsld- 
ered, Is slightly larger than a weak 
ago without adverse change In the 
rate of wages. All apprehension of for­ 
eign disturbances of money m arkets has 
passed away, but there Is still great 
caution In m aking loans. 


It is a m istake to reckon the.<te as 
symptoms of depression. On the con­ 
trary, In spite of the lower range of 
prices In Im portant industries, the con­ 
ditions all Indicate larger production 
and a consumption increasing—-not as 
yet largely—but steadily. During the 
past week w heat has declined 
cent, 
and corn 5-8 cent, while cotton is un­ 
changed. The woolen Industry is as 
slow as ever and no real Improvement 
appears In the demand for goods, al­ 
though owing to the lateness of the 
season there Is a little more doing, both 
In spring and In winter goods, without 
quotable change in prices. 
The Iron 
industry Ih engaged in settling relative 
prices, and the slow operation retard.*» 
buslne.«s in many branches.

MAY HAVE ENTERED CHICAGO, 


Considerable Alarm Felt by Rela- 


tlvesmof the Crew-A Heavy 


Sea Running. 


The 8teunier City of Duluth duu here 


at 11 o'clock tqday hud uot arrived at 3 
o'clock and considerable alarm ia ex- 
pressed by relatives of the crew aboard. 


The boat left Milwaukee at 1 o'clock 


tills'morning with u cargo of 35 car 
loads of Hour for shipment over the 
Vaudalia railway aud 25,000 bushels-of- 
grain for tho Big Four railway com- 
pany, 


There was a tremendous sea running, 


last night and early this morning. The 
captain had orders to remain in Mil- 
waukee, but through some misunder- 
standing the bout cleared and was out 
in one of the roughest seas of the win- 
ter. 


At 11 o'clock, the hour at-whieh she 


was expected to arrive here, the tug 
Andy steamed out beyond the piers for 
tho purpose of signalling the steamer 
into the harbor, tho fog whistle for 
some reason not being in operation.

He argued 
that the canal would furnish an annual 
reynue to the government of $1-,000,- 
000. 


Senator Mills (John Neimeyer) in- 


troduced ;i bill to protect American 
labor which was placed in the hands 
of a special committee to report at next 
session of the senate. The bill pro- 
vides that corporations or private in- 
dividuals employing labor within the 
jurisdiction of the United Slates shall 
be under obligations to pay not less 
than $1.00 per day of H) hours work at 
common labor which is defined as nut 
belonging to trades or professions. 
The bill provides a penalty of not less 
limn $50 or in e.\cess of $1,000 fine or 
from six months to six years imprison- 
ment, ot- both fine and imprisonment, 
for each offense.

At times of severe frost many per 


sons not skilled in the use of .thermom 
eters -report remarkably low. tempera 
tures. These are often due to the ther 
mouietric liquid having partly eraporat 
cd from.theumin column'and oohdensec 
at the end of the tribe farthest from the 
bulb, the thermometer.then reading jus 
as many'degrees -too low as :.there;ar* 
degrees of spirit.at the top. of,thV t«be 
Good-thermometers are just as liable to 
this error as common ones, and there 
fore every one using a spirit minimum 
thermometer must be on the alert Gen 
erally theowuer can restore the ther 
mometer without sending it baok to the 
ranker. Gvnsp the thermometer firmly 
resting a finger on the tube so that ther 
be no vibration, and, holding the bnlb 
downward, give several strong, pendu 
lous swinge.. This will usually send th 
spirits from the top and send the index 
into the bulb. Stand the thermomete 
bulb downward for an hour, then re 
verso it and very gently shake the .in 
flex out of the bulb and let it slide to 
the end of the column, when the ther 
mometer will be us good aaiiew.— New 
York Ledger.
